ing yesterday afternoon in the First 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
Mrs. 


George Cudeback, temporary chair- 
man, presided. Miss Myra E. Hills, 
recording secretary of the. Cleve- 
land league, spoke on the work be- 
ing done by the league. One of the 
principal works of this organization 
is to get specific information about 
Ute candidates and see that this in- 
formation is distributed among the 
women of the organization. 
The 


slogan of the league is "Every wo- 
man an intelligent voter/ It is the 
aim and purpose to make every vot« 
count. The policies of the league 
are to furnish reliable information 
about the candiadtes, to refresh the 
minds of the women on the process 
of government, to give information 
about bills that arc before the house 
or senate, and to support legisla- 
tion only when it improves condi- 
tions. After obtaining the informa- 
tion it is the duty of a woman to 
act. 
Some of the works done by 
this organization are along the fol- 
lowing lines: Child welfare, condi- 
tions of women in industry, uniform 
laws for women, more efficient edu- 
cation, food supply and demand, ef- 
ficient government, and social hy- 
giene.

Oua Olson, his part- 
ner, arrived at Ugak Island on a 
bit of drift wood after being ship- 
wrecked in 1898. and has'never left 
the north land. 


The two bought the entire island 


consisting of about 
60,000 acres 


seven years ago and "planted" 
three pairs of 
silver grey foxes. 


These have multiplied until now 
sixty pairs now roam their land.

Power Company Must Be 


Ready Day and Night 


Serve Community Like Fire De- 


partment, Awaits Public Call 
Sometimes people think that firemen 


who sit* in the sun outside the firehouse, 
thekjGhair&tilted against the wall at a com- 
fortable angle, have a^pretty easy time of it. 
And the waiters in the restaurant during 
the between-meal periods, and taxi drivers 
lined up waiting for fares, smoking and talk 
ing—they all look as though they led a life 
of leisure, when, as a matter of fact, they're 
merely waiting to be readv for instant and 
very strenuous service. It's not exactly 
possible to arrange fires to suit any sched- 
ule the fire department might draw up; you 
can't make people eat, as a general rule, ex 
cept at meal time, nor ride arouncLin taxis 
except when the occasion arises, but when 
the time does come, the firemen, the waiters 
and the taxi drivers must be on the spot and 
ready for real work. 


The case of the electric light and power 


company is similar. In the early morning 
hours of a winter day, comes a heavy call 
for current for lighting, while people are 
preparing for the day's wprk. Then it 
slumps until late afternoon and from the 
hour of dualfrm until 10 o'clock the heaviest 
demand of the day is registered. 
Prom 


. midnight until 5 in the morning only a frac- 
tion of the amount of power used during the ' 
day is required. There are immense varia- 
tions in the use of electricity during the 
twenty-four hour period. 


In the course of one day which a large 


eastern electric company chose as a typical 
example; the demand for electric service in- 
creased 93 per cent in one period of an hour 
and twelve minutes. 


Think what it would cost a housekeeper 


if, instead of being able to plan regularly 
for an ordinary meal for five people, she 
should be obliged to be ready at a moment's 
notice to serve for ten or twelve persons. 
Think of the supply of food she would be 
obliged to keep in her refrigerator and 
pantry always in readiness for an emer- 
gency. And the servants needed on such 
special occasions -would be idle the remain- 
der of the time. This is the sort of problem 
which confronts the electric central station 
constantly. The difficulties of .welding 
thousands of dollars worth of physical equip 
ment and an army of employees into a flex- 
ible until ready to give well-nigh perfect 
service at a moment's notice tax both hu- 
man resources and mechanical efficiency.

Halferty ex- 
plained, paying them $50 a month 
and $5 a pelt bonus, in addition to 
their board. Thus far we have not 
been compelled to feed the foxes, as 
the island is well stocked with 
game, and fish drift into shore with 
the cross currents. When a large 
whale goes ashore it provides food 
for 
the 
foxes 
for 
at least six 
months." 


At present market quotations a 


pair of young silver grey foxes, 
alive are worth $1.500, Halferty 
said. 
Native Indians capture the 


fox pups 
and raise them from 


spring until fall when they are old 
enough to place on the farm. The 
animals mate during February and 
the young are born In May. 


There is only one other fox farm 


in Alaska, on Middleton Island near 
Valdez. It is the larger of the two, 
but Halferty hopes within a few 
years to raise as many bearers of 
Milady's furs as the Middleton Is- 
land farm. 


POWER DITCHIXG HELPS 


IX DRAINAGE PROBLEMS 


That through the use of ditching 


machines farmers may make rapid 
strides towards the complete drain- 
ing of land is shown by the work 
done in Washington county experi- 
ment farm near Marietta. Here a 
ditching machine was equal to the 
work of eleven men in trenching for 
tile. 


Hand trenching for tile on this 


experiment farm cost from 170 to 
180 percent more than for machine 
trsnching; the machine work is also 
regarded as more accurate. 


With machine digging, an opera- 


tor may follow the machine within 
a few feet laying tile; a tractor and 
road scraper is used to refill the 
trenches. 


In this manner a large amount of 


tile may be installed in one season 
with minimum loss to growing field 
crops where the. tiling is being 
done.

coming generation is concerned has been the effort to 
make up for this quite criminal negligence. 


Efforts have been made through national and state- 


agencies to bring about a reform, but it will be some 
time before its full beneficience will be realized. 


Steps have been taken to check forest fires, one of 


the greatest and most destructive forces which have to 
'do with forestry. A move has been made in the right 
direction. Educational campaigns have been conducted 
.under state and national supervision and they are pro- 
ducing results. 


It remains to keep up the good work and in timo 


people will become so well versed in this movement that 
the advantages will be apparent in th^e largely hc-althful 
growths of the coming forests and the stimulated effort 
to more properly preserve those which are already in 
evidence.
